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DECIDUOUS 
TREES NEED F 
FALL IRRIGATION 


By James H. LaRue 
Farm Advisor 
VISALIA, Sept. 22 — Deciduous 
fruit and nut growers sometimes , 
forget that their trees need irri- 
gating after the crop has been har- 
vested; dry orchard soil now can 


seriously reduce next year’s crop.? | 


Although not visible,to the nak- 
ed eye, fruit trees are now form- 
ing flower buds which will open 
next spring. The number of flow- 
er buds formed can be reduced, 
along with the destruction of parts 
of the root system by allowing the 
soil to become too dry in the fall 
months. 

Growers should check soil mois- 
ture frequently during the fall and 
provide the tree with adequate wa- 
ter until the beginning of the first 
soaking rains, Light irrigations 
should continue even after the 
leaves have fallen, if rainfall is 
not sufficient to prevent the soil 
from drying out.

AT THIS season of the year, 
many persons discount comments 
about holders of public office as 
“just politics’, but people of the 
35th Assembly district better take 
a look at ‘“‘politics’’ in the light of 
recorded fact, 

IF YOU are a farmer, you no 
doubt recall two infamous num- 
bers connected with the first ses- 
sion of the state legislature under 
the Brown administration in 1959 
— A.B. 419 and A.B. 1223. I 
was concernitig these bills that 
farmers of this area, and of other 
areas, staged an indignation march 
en Sacramento in an effort to kill 
these bills — which they did by 
one vote in Senate committees. 
One committee vote; that’s how 
close it was, and those same bills 
will be back again in the 1961 
session. 

WELL, WHAT was A.B. 419? 
This bill was referred to as the 
Governor’s Labor Organization 
bill, and, under its provisions, the 
door would be opened wide, and 
the ‘“‘welcome”’ sign hung out, for 
labor. organizers in our agricul+ 
tural fields. Farmers know the 
danger of this; that’s why they 
marched on Sacramento to protect 
their interests. 

BUT THE assemblyman from 
Tulare and Kings county — Myron 
Frew — voted “yes” on the 419 
bill; he voted yes in spite of strong 
opposition to this bill from the 
people he professes to represent, 
then, we are told, later justified 
his vote by saying he had to go 
along with the Brown program — 
the Governor Brown program, that 
is. 

NOW, WHAT was A.B. 1223? 
as far ag agriculture is concerned 
this bill would have initially es- 
tablished a minimum wage of 
$1.25 an hour for agricultural 
workers; in its final, amended 
form, the amount was 90 cents. 
The issue was not the amount of 
the wage, since Calfiornia farmers, 
by the record, pay more than this, 
but it was the principle of placing 
agriculture under a mandatory 
wage system that would certainly 
result in increasingly tough com- 
petition for California farmers in 
marketing their farm produce 
along side of produce from states 
without a minimum wage law. 

OUR OWN Tulare county, and 
Kings county farmers, marched on 
Sacramento to say “no” to this 
proposed bill. Assemblyman Frew 
voted ‘‘yes.”’ 

REMEMBER. THIS. Both of 
these bills, 419 and 1223, passed 
the State Assembly. Fortunately, 
both were killed in a State Senate 
committee, each by only a one- 
vote majority, and thus were pre- 
vented from coming to the floor 
of the Senate. 

BUT THEY will be back in the 
1961 session of the legislature. If 
Mr. Frew is still in the Assembly, 
it is reasonable to believe that he 
will again vote for them. After 
all, he is committed to the Brown 
program and philosophy. 

BUT VOTERS of Tulare and 
Kings counties will have an op- 
portunity on November 8, to re- 
place Mr. Frew with a man named 
Domer F. Power, who is a farmer 
himself and who understands the 
problems of farmers. 

MR. POWER makes this pledge 
to agriculture: I will support leg- 
islation to prevent outlaw strikes 
on the farm; I will oppose any 
minimum agricultural wage pro- 
vision that applies only to Califor- 
nia; I will support a research pro- 
gram designed to increase effi- 
ciency, and thereby income, of 
agricultural workers; I will sup- 
port sound agricultural legisla- 
tion based on what farmers them- 
selves want. 

THERE YOU have it: Mr. 
Frew’s vote record in opposition 
to the farmers of his district on

It’s an inescapable fact that 
within the next twenty years more 
than 100,000 miles of existing 
county roads and city streets must 
be improved unless we are to be 
strangled by motor vehicles. That’s 
more than two-thirds of the total 
mileage we now travel over. 

And the cost estimates — they 
are astronomical! Including esti- 
mates for future growth needs, the 
accumulated cost over the twenty 
year period is tentatively fixed at 
$12.75 billion, which compares 
with the estimates of cost for the 
newly established state freeway 
and expressway system. An im- 
mediate expenditure of close to $2 
billion would be needed to bring 
local roads and streets up to the 
demands of today’s traffic.

For instance Sparaxis which 
has a Greek name is really from 
South Africa. This brightly col- 
ored, easy to grow bulb is a 
good one for every garden. It 
has been hybridized in recent 
years to add extra color com- 
binations to an already good 
flower. 

Tulips we consider Dutch but 
actually they started in Persia. 
In ancient Persian their name 
means turban and refers to the 
shape of the inverted flower. 
We gather that ancient Persians 
must have seen the world upside 
down. The Dutch became some- 
what. crazy over tulips in 1634 
and neglected their jobs and 
families to gamble in them. In- 
dividual bulbs sold for around 
$3,000.00 which would have 
purchased a lot of wooden shoes 
in those days. The price has 
dropped the last three or four 
hundred years and we have the 
best in Dutch bulbs for a dollar 
fifty a dozen. 

The lowly Narcissus resulted 
from boy-girl trouble in Greek 
mythology. The lad, whose 
name was Narcissus, jilted his 
girl friend, the goddess Echo, 
who finally died of grief. This 
put Narcissus in a bad spot so 
he pined away and the gods 
transformed him into the flower 
called Narcissus.
